EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Claims 1-14 are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is 
silent to a battery pack comprising first and second switches connected to each other 
with a switch controller for controlling the first and second switches, wherein the first 
and second switches perform either charging of the battery or supplying power from the 
battery; a voltage measuring unit for measuring a voltage of the battery via first and 
second switches and a controller for selecting the battery according to a residual 
voltage of each battery cell and a control signal of a terminal and controlling the switch 
controller. 
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The prior art, such as JP1 0341 535 teaches supplying electric power to an 
electronic apparatus by control in a battery pack. A plurality of battery packs 32-1-4 
compare the voltage of a personal computer to the voltage of batteries. However, the 
reference is silent to a battery pack comprising first and second switches connected to 
each other with a switch controller for controlling the first and second switches, wherein 
the first and second switches perform either charging of the battery or supplying power 
from the battery.
